The proclamation provides for the 
opening of the lands in those reserva­ 
tions which are not reserved at 0 
o’clock a. rn. on Aug. f> next, the lands 
to be open to settlem ent under the 
homestead and townsite laws of the 
United States. 
The proclamation says that begin* 
I fling on the 10th Inst. and ending on 
the 20th those who wish to make en­ 
try of land under the homestead law 
shall be registered. 
The registration 
will take place at th*' land offices at 
Reno and Lawton. 
The registration 
at each office will be for both land 
districts. 
No person will be allowed 
to register more than once.

ing registered applicants will be given 
certificates, allowing them to go upon

and those made by the Comanche, 
Kiowa and Apache tribes in pursu­ 
ance of the a d of June ll, 1900. 
The proclamation provides for the 
opening of the lands in those reserva- 
I tions which are not reserved at 9 
o’clock a. rn. on Aug. 6 next, the lands 
to lie open to settlement under the 
homestead and townsite laws of the 
United States. 
The proclamation says that begin­ 
ning on the loth inst, and ending on 
| the 26th those who wish to make en­ 
try of land under the homestead law 
shall be registered. 
The registration 
j w ill take place at the land offices at 
Reno aud Lawton. 
The registration 
at each office will be for both land 
districts. 
No person will be allowed 
to register more than once. 
After be­ 
ing registered applicants will be given 
I certificates, allowing them to go upon

M. Howe, CO-partners, as L. AV. Bon­ 
ners A Co., appellants, by the su­ 
prem e court, the case having been 
carried up some time ago by the ap­ 
pellants, 
who appealed from the 
o rder of the lower court. 
The H astys bought a relinquish­ 
ment from a hom esteader and imme­ 
diately thereafter filed the script at 
W ashington on a piece of 
land. 
While the script lay a t W ashington 
before beicg accepted L. VV. Bon- 
ness A Co. cut the tim ber off, claim ­ 
ing th at they had no one to account 
to except the governm ent until the 
scrip t was accepted. 
The decision 
in the lower court was against L. \\ .

“ Syllabus—I.

under them is admissible on the trial.

The proper application of a 
p arty entitled to enter laud a t the 
governm ent land office, made in good 
faith, m ust be regarded as filed as of 
the date it is delivered at the office, 
by the applicant for filing, and the 
negligence of the clerks to do their 
d uty in noting thereon a statem ent 
th at the same was filed as of that 
date does not deprive the person 
making such entry of his rig h ts as of 
4 the date of actual filing of such appli­ 
cation.

W here an application for the 
entry of land is legally and properly 
made for a hom estead under the land 
laws of the United States, the rig h t 
to possession inures to the person 
m aking such entry as ag ainst a tre s ­ 
passer. 
4. 
W here a tresp asser cuts aud 
rh moves logs from land and transfer* 
the same to a third party who i* un­ 
able to show th a t the property was 
acquired in good faith, the proper 
m easure of dam ages is the value of 
such logs a t the tim e of the conver­ 
sion of tile same.

C o ., appellants, by the su­ 
preme court, the case having been 
carried up some time ago by the ap­ 
pellants, 
who appealed from the 
order of the lower court. 
The Hastys bought a relinquish­ 
ment from a homesteader and imme­ 
diately thereafter filed the script at 
Washington on a piece of 
land. 
W hile the script lay at Washington 
before being accepted L. AV. Bon­ 
ness & Co. cut the timber off, claim­ 
ing that they bad no one to account 
to except the government until the 
script was accepted. 
The decision 
in the lower court was against L. AA . 
Bonness «fc Co., and the matter was 
carried up and now again the su­ 
it preme court affirms the order of the 
lower court. 
The following is the 
opinion of Judge Lewis: 
‘‘Syllabus--I. 
Where 
pleadings 
are amended by consent so as to em­ 
brace facts that did not exist at the 
commencement of the action, the 
amended pleadings become substan­ 
tial for the original issues, and all 
relevant and 
competent evidence 
under them is admissible on the trial. 
2. 
The proper application of a 
party entitled to enter land at the 
government land office, made in good 
faith, must be regarded as filed as of 
the date it is delivered at the office 
bv the applicant for filing, and the 
negligence of the clerks to do their 
duty in noting thereon a statement 
that the same was filed as of that 
date does not deprive the person 
making such entry of his rights as of 
4 the date of actual filing of such appli­ 
cation. 
3. 
Where an application for the 
entry of land is legally and properly 
made for a homestead under the land 
laws of the United states, the right 
to possession inures to the person 
making such entry as against a tres­ 
passer. 
4. 
Where a trespasser cuts and 
removes logs from land and transfers 
the same to a third party who i» un­ 
able to show that the property was 
acquired in good faith, the proper 
measure of damages is the value of 
such logs at the time of the conver­ 
sion of the same.

Supreme Court has Rendered a 
Decision in an Important 
Litigation. 


IS AGAINST LOCAL PARTIES. 


An Important Ruling by the Court 
Im ohing Intricate 
Questions. 


T ie decisión has been rendered in 
the case of Georgia €. Hasty, by 
• Edward Hasty, her agent, respond­ 
ent, vs. Fredrick W. Boncess and M. 
M. Howe, eo-partners, as 1*. W. Bon­ 
nes» Si Co.. appellants, by the su­ 
preme court, the case having been 
carried up some time ago by the ap­ 
pellants, who appealed from the 
order of the lower court. 
The H atty* bought a relinquish­ 
ment from a homesteader and imme­ 
diately thereafter filed the script at 
Washington on a piece of 
land. 
While the script lay at Washington 
before being accepted L. W. Bon­ 
nes» A Co. cut the timber off, claim­ 
ing that they had no one to account 
to except the government until tne 
script was accepted. 
The decision 
in the lower court was against L. W. 
Bon ness A Co., and the matter was 
carried up and now again the su* 
% prtme court affirms the order of the 
lower court. 
The following is the 
opinion of Judge Lewis: 
“Syllabus--1. 
Where pleadings 
are amended by consent so as to em­ 
brace facts that did not exist at the 
commencement of the action, the 
amended pleadings become substan­ 
tial for tne original issues, and all 
relevant and 
competent evidence 
under them is admissible on the trial. 
2. 
Th© proper application of a 
party entitled to enter land at the 
government land office, made in good 
faith, must be regarded as filed as of 
the date it is delivered at the office 
bv the applicant for filing, and the 
negligence of the clerks to do their 
duty in noting thereon a statement 
that the satne was tiled as of that 
date does not deprive the person 
making such entry of his rights as of 
4 the date of actual filing of such appli* 
cation. 
3. 
Where an application for the 
entry of land is legally and properly 
made for a homestead under the land 
laws of the United States, the right 
to possession inures to the person 
making such entry as against a tres­ 
passer - 
4. 
Where a trespasser cuts and 
rhraoves logs from land and transfers 
the same to a third party who is un­ 
able to show that the property was 
acquired in good faith, the proper 
measure of damages is the value of 
such logs at the time of the conver­ 
sion of the same.
